In real life, the word” 
parley does mean “to discuss 
matters with one’s enemy.’ 
However, there’s no firm proof 
that pirates normally allowed a 
prisoner to speak with the captain.

They carried 
goods, such as food, which wouldn’t have been practical to bury. 
Pirates normally sold whatever they stole and were eager to 
blow their “earnings” on activities their parents wouldn’t 
have approved of (unless, of course, they were pirates, 
too), such as drinking and gambling. Also, a pirate’s 
life could end at any moment. So burying - 
money wouldn't have been worthwhile.
